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"THE  EVIL  OF  PREJUDICE" 

When  the  tempter  came  before  the  Saviour  to  entice  him  tc 
make  "bread  in  a  miraculous  manner,  "He  answered  him  and  said:  It  is 
written,  Man  shall  not  live  by  bread  alone,  but  by  every  word  that 
proceedeth  from  the  mouth  of  God."  Matt.  4:4. 

The  word  which  proceeds  from  the  mouth  of  God  will  carry  with 
it  an  influence  by  which  one  may  distinguish  it  from  that  which  is 
spoken  without  inspiration. 

There  is  within  man  a  Godgiven  power  by  which  he  may  distin- 
guish the  prophet  of  God  from  the  presumptious  man.   It  matters 
not  if  the  Prophet  has  been  called  from  the  palacial  grandeur  of 
the  Pharaohs  or  from  the  home  of  the  humble  farmer.  Inspiration 
of  the  Almighty  is  cognizable  to  the  truthful  seeker  after  truth. 

Why  so  many  apparently  well  learned  and  noble  men  have  fail- 
ed to  discern  the  prophets  whom  God  hath  sent  to  speak  his  word, 
is  because  they  have  allowed  themselves  to  be  deceived  by  the  mon- 
ster "Prejudice". 

Prejudice  precludes  us  from  exercising  our  free  agency  in 
righteousness.  It  destroys  the  operation  of  love,  patience,  jus- 
tice, hope  and  mercy. 

The  most  perfect  or  simple  truth  ever  presented  to  the  mind 
of  man  is  horribly  distorted  when  visualized  through  the  eyes  of 
prejudice,  whereas  the  worst  errors  of  our  neighbour  are  palliaoed 
and  the  good  sought  for  if  tolerance  and  forebearence  prevails. 

Hypocrisy  and  Prejudice  usually  go  hand  in  hand;  therefore 
self-examination  is  usually  very  tardy,  and  justice  presumptuously 
set  aside. 

The  man  who  commits  his'  way  unto  the  Lord,  that  he  may  be 
directed,  is  he  who  keeps  a  strict  and  careful  check  upon  his 
judgments  —  lest  he  be  enticed  by  prejudice. 

Prejudice  is  incapable  of  doing  a  righteous  act,  just  as  as- 
suredly as  a  fountain  cannot  give  forth  sweet  water  and  titter  at 
the  same  time  and  place. 

The  religious  man  who  spreads  false  reports  of  others  in  ig- 
norant prejudice  may  imagine  that  G*>d  will  be  very  pleased  to  for- 
give his  errors,  but  I  am  very  inclined  to  believe  that  prejudice 
is  in  a  very  large  degree  inexcusable,  because  it  is  easily  dis- 
cernable . 

Prejudice  finds  many  blind  followers.  It  was  prejudice  which 
led  the  Jewish  Nation  to  reject  the  Messiah.  It  was  prejudice 
which  caused  many  to  die  in  their  sins. 

He  warned  them:  "Ye  will  not  come  unto  me  that  you  might  have 
life." 

Prejudice  is  responsible  for  many  other  grievous  sins.  It  re- 
fuses to  be  satisfied  with  anything  short  of  a  peculiar  sign  named 
bv  itself.  The  Saviour  said:  "A  wicked  and  an  adultrous  generation 
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seeks  after  signs." 

It  is  not  infrequent  that  we  find  men  and  women  who  will  put 
forth  most  unreasonable  demands  for  proof,  even  to-day,  that 
Joseph  Smith  translated  the  Book  of  Mormon  from  the  records  as  de- 
clared. 

He  declared  from  the  tender  years  of  fourteen  and  a  half, 
that  God  the  Father  and  His  Son  had  appeared  unto  him  and  made 
known  that  he  was  chosen  to  be  the  instrument  in  His  hands  by  whom 
He  would  perform  a  marvellous  work  and  a  wonder  among  the  children 
of  men.  This  fulfillment  lies  in  the  establishment  of  the  Church; 
the  bringing  forth  of  the  Book  of  Mormon,  which  he  declared  was 
given  unto  him  by  an  angel,  that  the  translation  was  by  the  gift 
and  power  cf  God;  the  revelations  and  prophesies  in  the  Doctrine 
and  Covenants;  the  building  up  of  cities;  and  their  march  across 
the  desert  —  all  point  to  the  reasonable  pre  of  of  his  declaration. 

ViTould  it  be  reasonable  to  believe  that  Joseph  could  find  men 
who  would  connive  with  bim  at  such  an  age,  or  be  guilty  of  such 
wicked  forsight  and  determination  to  foist  such  an  hoax  on  an  in- 
credulous world? 

Is  it  conceivable  that  books  of  this  nature  can  be  placed  be- 
fore the  world  and  open  to  such  severe  scrutiny  and  criticism  for 
one  hundred  years,  and  not  be  brought  to  naught?  whereas  they  are 
growing  in  favour  by  the  noble  and  unprejudiced  in  nearly  every 
civilized  land  I 

A  search  of  the  Scriptures  will  not  rob  these  books  of  their 
prestige,  it  only  tends  to  establish  them-. 

A  study  of  these  bocks  today  will  reveal  the  truth  that  they 
contain  the  word  of  God  when  perused  without  prejudice.  Some  men 
have  openly  declared  their  intention. of  reading  these  books  that 
they  may  destroy  the  work.  Is  it  reasonable  to  believe  that  God, 
the  author  and  lover  of  truth,  will  be  pleased  to  open  the  secrets 
of  his  will  to  such  men  when  they  are  dishonest  in  their  hearts? 
Saul  of  Tarsus  was  sincere  and  sought  to  do  the  will  of  God, 
or  he  would  have  had  no  vision  of  the  great  work  he  was  opposing. 
Prejudice  is  always  unreasonable.  Thousands  accept  the  Bible 
today,  not  for  what  they  know  of  it,  but  blindly, and  often  refuse 
men  of  honest  report  credit  for  their  efforts  to  obtain  the  truest 
interpretation.   Some  go  so  far  as  to  resent  the  change  of  a  word 
or  a  punctuation  mark,  where  necessary  tc  give  clearness  to  the 
text,  when  such  is  clearly  in  harmony  with  the  context  of  the  sub- 
ject. 

It  was  prejudice  which  made  wicked  men  hunt  and  abuse  the 
prophets  of  God,  subjecting  them  to  trials  of  cruel  mockings  and 
sccurgings ,yea,  moreover  of  bonds  and  imprisonment.  They  were  ston- 
ed, they  were  sawn  asunder,  were  tempted,  were  slain  with  the  sword, 
they  wandered  about  in  sheep  skins  and  in  goat  skins,  being  des- 
titute, afflicted  and  tormented.  (Of  whom  the  world  was  not  worthy) 
They  wandered  in  deserts  and  in  mountains,  and  in  dens  and  in  caves 
of  the  earth.  Hebrews  11:36.38. 
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Paul  had  learned  of  what  prejudice  had  done  to  the  prophets 
of  old,  and  it  is  not  without  considerable  evidence  we  say  they 
did  equally  as  bad  things  to  the  followers  of  Jesus  Christ  in 
Paul's  day  and  after,  and  let  the  wcrld  read  what  that  monster 
prejudice  has  done  to  the  Prophets  of  God  in  this  day  of  Restora- 
tion. 

Prejudice  is  never  satisfied  with  anything  less  than  cruel 
destruction  of  the  object  of  its  anger. 

Prejudice  is  always  to  be  dreaded  as  a  vicious  evil;  as  a  rule 
that  which  a  prejudiced  person  cherisheth,  he  obtained  with  an 
ulterior  motive,  and  that  which  he  lacks  is  through  being  too  in- 
different to  search  that  he  might  know  the  truth. 

Prejudice  is  of  such  a  wicked  nature  that  it  hates  to  see  the 
truth  prevail  and  would  willingly  suffer  seme  loss  for  a  miscar- 
riage of  justice.   It  enters  into  every  phase  of  human  life  and 
activity. 

Prejudice  is  so  deceptive,  that  even  those  who  suffer  under 
it  most, resent  the  imputation,  yet  resist  all  approaches  to  have 
the  truth  explained  to  them  on  the  pretext  of  being  satisfied  with 
what  they  think  they  have . 

Prejudice  is  usually  the  result  of  ignorance  of  the  person, 
place  or  thing;  therefore  the  only  way  to  rid  ourselves  of  preju- 
dice is  to  examine  all  things  and  cleave  to  the  good,  or  place 
ourselves  in  a  position  to  give  a  reason  for  our  judgment,  without 
ever  closing  the  door  to  greater  knowledge  of  the  subject. 

Knowledge  will  increase  stability,  even  though  we  are  compel- 
led to  give  up  many  previously  cherished  opinions  which  were  dear 
to  us . 

Prejudice  must  vanish  when  knowledge  enters  because  judgment 
and  truth  destroys  it. 

It  is  always  wisdom  to  accept  an  adverse  to  good  report,  with 
great  cautiousness  as  prejudice  rarely  endeavours  to  speak  well  of 
its  victim;  therefore  evil  reports  should  be  subjected  to  the 
strictest  scrutiny  before  being  accepted  as  truth  wheter  the  report 
be  of  friend  or  foe . 

A  Latter-day  Saint  then  can  never  be  truly  living  the  Gospel 
when  he  or  she  allows  prejudice  to  have  place  in  their  lives,  be- 
cause prejudice  is  an  opposition  to  love,  to  which  we  claim  birth. 

We  should  endeavour  to  show  great  tolerance,  even  to  those  who 
exhibit  the  monster  prejudice  toward  us  by  so  doing  we  may  destroy 
its  influence.

"Joseph  Smith  was  in  person  tall  and  well  built,  strong  and 
active;  of  a  light  complexion,  light  hair,  "blue  eyes,  very  little 
beard,  and  of  an  expression  peculiar  to  himself,  on  which  the  eye 
naturally  rested  with  interest,  and  was  never  weary  of  beholding. 
His  countenance  was  ever  mild,  affable,  beaming  with  intelligence 
■and  benevelence;  mingled  with  a  look  of  interest  and  an  unconscious 
smile  of  cheerfulness,  and  enterely  free  from  all  restraint  or 
affectation  of  gravity;  and  there  wag  something  connected  with  the 
serene  and  steady,  penetrating  glance  of  his  eye,  as  if  he  would 
penetrate  the  deepest  abyss  of  the  human  heart,  gaze  into  eternity, 
penetrate  the  heavens,  and  comprehend  all  worlds.   He  possessed  a 
noble  boldness  and  independance  of  character;  his  manner  was  easy 
and  familiar-  his  rebuke  tarrible  as  the  lion;  his  benevolance  un- 
bounded as  the  ocean;  his  intelligence  universal,  and  his  language 
abounding  in  original  eloquence  peculiar  to  himself — not  polished 
--not  studied- -hot  smoothed  and  softened  by  education  and  refined 
by  art;  but  flowing  in  tis  own  native  simplicity  and  profusely 
abounding  in  a  variety  of  subject  and  manner.   He  interested  and 
edified,  while  at  the "same  time,  he  amused  and  entertained  his  aud- 
ience; and  none  listened  to  him  that  were  ever  weary  with  his  dis- 
course.  I  have  even  known  him  to  retain  a. congregation  of  willing 
and  anxious  listeners  for  many  hours  together,  in  the  midst  of  cold 
or  'sunshine,  rain  or  wind,  while  they  were  laughing  at  one  moment 
and  weeping  the  next.   Ever!  his  most  bitter  enemies  were  generally 
overcome,  if  he  could  get  their  ears.   I  have  know  him  when  chained 
and  surrounded  with  armed  murderers  and  assassins  who  were  heaping 
upon  him  every  possible  insult  and  abuse,  rise  up  in  the  majesty  of 
a  son  of  God  and  rebuke  them  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ,  till 
they  quailed  before  him,  dropped  their  weapons  and  on  their. knees 
bagged  his  pardon  and  ceased  their  abuse.   In  short,  in  him  the 
characters  of  a  Daniel  and  a  Cyrus  were  wonderfully  blended.

2.  Exercise  freely;  stand  and  sit  erect. 

3.  Use  your  lungs;  breathe  fresh  air  day  and  night;  stay  in 
the  sunlight  a  part  of  every  fair  day. 

4.  Be  clean;  wash  your  hands  before  you  eat;  bathe  often; 
clean  your  teeth  morning -and  night. 

5.  Feel  well;  don't  get  overtired;  rest  is  your  best  friend; 
a  30-minute  nap  in  midday  is  not  laziness,  but  good  sense. 

6.  Be  regular;  don't  break  your  appointments  with  yourself 
for  meals,  sleep,  and  bowel  movements. 

7.  Keep  your  balance;  hurry  and  worry  serve  no  man;  play  a 
little  every  day. 

8.  Keep  safe;  fight  shy  of  the  careless  sneezer,  the  spitter, 
the  common  drinking  cup,  and  the  home  with  the  open  well  or  open 
toilet . 

9.  Don't  be  too  smart;  when  you  are  sick,  go  th  bed  and  call  a 
doctor;  few  who  do  this  promptly  die  of  pneumonia  and  flu. 

10.   Be  thrifty;  invest  in  an  examination  by  a  doctor  and  dentist 
on  your  birthday  every  year.   It  will  pay  dividends.

birth — town,  county,  state  or  country.   (g)  Date  of  death--day,  mon- 
th, year.   (h)  If  baptized  into  this  Church,  the  full  record  of  the 
baptism.   --Service  will  bring  life  to  death — .
